SHOOTING PROSPECTS FOR THE MOORS. 


Grovuse,—Our Glensheo correspondent says:—The last few days 
have been very favourable to the grouso. In about seven or eight 
days at the farthest the young birds will havo chipped the shell. 
In al directions where we have lately been, as respects the number 
ef nests, we have received but one and the same opinion, which is, 
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that on the lower grounds they are most numerous, and the eggs 
average from seven to nine. We have not heard of the slightest 
trace of disease, nor seen one single dead bird, On the higher hills 
nests are much scarcer, while on the highest they are hardly to be 
met with, which unusual circumstance can be accounted for only by 
the weather continuing so long cold and stormy, and the hills being 
snow-covered at the time of nest building. 

Our Strathbraan correspondent says :—It is reported thata disease 
has broken out among the grouse here, as well as in the neighbour- 
hood, and that Jarge numbers of birds are to be found dead on the 
hills. The dead birds aro found to be very much emaciated, and 
some even found dead on their nests. .'The prospect of sport in 
August is not, in the meantime, very encouragiog, though, till now, 
grouse were said to be very plentiful, 

Our Glenquaich correspondent says that good sport would be had in 
August was two or three weeks ago contidently expected. But as 
matters now look, the prospoct is by no means encouraging, for a 
disease bas made its appearance among the grouse, and great numbers 
are to be found dead on the moors, Mortality among grouse during 
the hatching season is sure to makg their number small in autumn; 
and, for one bird dying at present, a loss of at least three or four may 
me ee upon at the time the sportsman takes the field.—Perthshire

PTARMIGAN.— Since our last we have been enabled to glean some 
patticulars anent ptarmigan about the hills of the extreme north-west 
of Forfarshire and south-west slopes of Aberdeenshire. The birds 
this year will bave to shift many of their usual building grounds, and 
seek other haunts, on account of the great depth of srow which still 
shrouds many of the mountains. The birds build their nests under the 
topnost shelves of tho highest rocks ; they are but beginning to build 
at the present time, bringing out their young generally from about tho 
15th to the 20th of June, the time of incubation being the same as 
with the grouse—twenty-one days, Ptarmigan is of the grouse species, 
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but smaller and lighter; in winter the plumage is ofa bright snowy 
whiteness, atthis season it is of a fine slate eolour, or bluish; its food 
is of the same description as that of the grouse, the flesh being 
more delicate. The under-mentioned places are usually favourite 
building stances on the Grampians, which this year are closed to 
the birds :—The Osirns of Glashie, and the whole of Glasmile, the 
two highest mountains in Forfarshire, situated N.E. from al] sides of 
Loch -na-Gar, Tho birds are excluded from most parts of the Cairnwell. 
The following frequent resorts are open for building :—The shelves all 
round Loch Esk and Loch Callator, the hill of Car-a-voose—a large 
arm of the Glasmile branching into Aberdeenshire; they can build 
also upon Moneggie, Cairnlochan, and Cairness. Another favourite 
place for the ptarmigan—namely, Gruar’s Gutter—is also free of snow. 
It is a wild, high, ragged, bare peak, so designated from au individual 
of that name being dashed over the rocks, aud falling a thousand feet 
below, his body, when discovered, presenting a frightful appearance. 
Gruar was in pursuit of ptarmigan when he met his untimely fate. 
At Glasmile and adjacent hills the snow still lies in many places to 
the depth of twenty feet.—Perthshire Journal.

sary down, and retired from the stage, declaring himself victorious. Stanyard, 
however, stood his ground, till he was taken away by his friends. This gave

aJilusteated Sporting flaws. 
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We are great sticklers for the national sports of old England, and 
atill retain something of the antiquated notion that more good than 
evil arises out of them, and that not only does health, good temper 
and longevity depend very much upon the exercise of the body, but 
also that the manly open air sports which are so popular in this 
country, bave had very much to do with the formation of that man- 
liness of character which is the distinguishing mark of the best typo of 
Boglishmen. We regret, therefore, that a severe blow should have 
been last week dealt to a great national pastime that has hitherto been 
very popular in the highest as well as the lowest circles of the com- 
munity. A great deal has been said of Jate years against the P. R., 
and there can be no question that even at the best of times it has been 
open to serious objection, but it by no means follows that Englishmen 
would be better men, or better citizens than they are at present, if they 
had never been acquainted with the art of boxing. Tho P. R. is, no 
doubt, the coarsest of our national sports, but that the character and 
morals of the people have been seriously deteriorated by it, is not so 
evident. It is an old English institution, and our forefathers by adopt- 
ing it as one of their national sports, were only following the example 
of the most enlightened and civilized nations of antiquity. But it has 
been the boast of Englishmen that they reduced it to a science, After 
tho fight between Sayers and Heenan it seemed to have obtained & 
fresh hold upon the masses of the people, and it was the fashion 
for a time to be very enthusiastic about prize fighting. This 
was not to bo wondered at, for the indomitable pluck and 
endurance of Tom Sayers was indeed  snfficient to excite 
the enthuriasm of a gallaut nation. If then the P.R, is good for any- 
thing it is good for this, that it developes and encou the pluck 
and the staying qualities of Englishmen. It was this that won 
Waterloo, and so long asit is, supported pure and sim le as a great 
training school for the development of such herot¢ qualities, so long 
will it have a chance of surviving the assaults of its enemies, but no 
longer—once this great object is lost sight of, or that Bay other element 
is introduced into it, it must fall, if not like Lucifer, at least like bull- 
baiting or cock-fighting, never to riso again. It is not our intention 
to occupy much time or space in descanting upon the recent disgusting 
farce that was enacted between Mace and Goss, but in justice to the 
members of the P, R. as a body, let us proclaim tho fact that the 
conduct of these would-be champions is as much condemned amongst 
their own fraternity asit is by those who are opposed to the practice 
of priae-fighting altogether. Bit the exhibition of arrant cowardice— 
for we can call it by no milder term—exhibited by the two men 
was not the worst feature in the day’s performance. Hitherto non- 
resistance to the authorities in the legitimate discharge of their 
duties has been the boast of the stalwart members of the P.R. But 
they can boast of this no longer, and as cowardice and violence are 
usually found to go hand-in-hand, the miserable proceedings of the 
24th of May are wound up by a well known member of the “ Fancy 2 
making a most cowardly attack upon a constable, who in obedience 
to orders and in the legitimate discharge ef his duty came upon 
the scene to stop the fight. This unfortunate policeman was treated 
in a most ruffianly manner, his soalp was laid open, his clothes were 
covered with bloed, and after being fearfully manled he was carried 
away insensible. After such a divgraceful performance as this 
nobody can den that the nents of the P. i have some reason 
for saying that it is calculated to foster cowardice rather than tede 
and so every 4F ument that can be advanced in its favour must fall 
to the ground if the stigma which now rests upon it, cannot be re- 
moved. The supporters of the Ring must make up their minds 
therefore to. adopt some very strong measure to mark their 
sense of disgust at such & scene of cowardice and violence 
as bas been witnessed at Farningham, and for ever to prevent 
the repetition of such @ scene, or to abandon the sport alto- 
gether. It is, of course, satisfactory to know, that so far asthe two 
men are concerned they have been completely tabooed by the sport- 
ing world—that Mace returns the belt, and that a resolution from 
the subscribers to it prohibits either Mace or Goss from ever again 
contending for the trophy. But if the P. R. is not immediately to 
fall back amongst the things that were, something more than this 
ought to be done. In the first instance, we incline to the opinion, 
n the men concluding their hidcous grimaces by “ shaking 


wana? the referees ought not to have decided upon itbeing a ‘ draw,” 
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Certainly it was not easy to know how to act in such an emergency, for 
had they refused to make it a draw the question that ought to have 
been put to them was not which was the victor, but which of the two 
men was the greater coward! On the other hand we do not say that 
the two men did actually come toan arrangement between themselves 
to make a draw off, but if it was so their excellent intentions ought to 
have been frustrated by the referees. Wo sha!l await with some in- 
terest the action of the leading members of the P.R., as we believe it is 
now threatened with a speedy extinction.

It was understood that the Prince of Wales would honour the course with his 
presence, and this, added to other attractions, caused almost every spotin tho 
vicinity of Ascot to be eagerly sought after. Upon no recent occasion have 
the upper ten mustered in greater force, The stand was fall to overflowing, 
and the long line of well appointed drags and carriages on the other side, 
occupied as they were by clusters of elegantly dressed ladies in light summer 
costumes, gave an additional charm to the scene. On tho appearance of his 

Royal Highness the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Edinburgh, Prince Teck, and 

the Duke of Cambridge, the cheering all up the course was most enthusiastic. 

The Royal carriages appeared at the bottom of the new mile just as the horses 

were about to take their.canter. The card was of the usual Ascoti dimensions, 

there being abundance of sport, commencing at half-past ono with the Trial 

Salen, and concluding shortly before six with the Twelfth Ascot Triennial 
akes, 

There has scarcely been such a large field for the Maiden Plate aa on this 
occasion, 27 coming to the post, and the favourite, The Palmer, a fine lengthy 
colt of Sir Joseph Hawley’s, won in such easy style as to stamp him among the 
best of the young ones we have yet seen. .The Ascot Stakes produced such a bad 
acceptance and a bare field that it was difficult to select the winner from such a 
lot ; but War managed to pull it off after a fine race with Lucifer. The inter- 
esting évent was the race for the Prince of Wales Stakes, in which Lord Lyon 
and Rustic met, Rustic receiving 6lb. from the. Derby winner, an allowance 
which the latter was unable to give. The two singled themselves out at the 
distance, and ran a good race home, Rustic, who always had the best of it, 
winning by halfa length. Fordham met with a hearty reception after his long 
compulsory absence from the pigskin, and his success with Rustic gave rise to 
very general cheering. Weneed not occupy space here with any comments of our 
own upon the zpuning ag every detail will be found below, Up to the last 
moment A:kworth had been heavily supported for the stakes, and loud and dis- 
agreeable were the remarks made by the public at his non-starting. The contie- 
quence was War achieved a very easy victory. The following roturn contains 
all the particulars of the running,

We have not time to give the Mamhead averages, but it will be seen 
elsewhere that tbe twenty-two sold last Saturday realised 4,686 
guineas, being 213 guineas a-piece, which is considerably in excess 
of any average hitherto obtained by Sir Lydstone. The Stanton sale 
was far from remuuerative to Mr. Eyke, sixteen going for 1,324 
guineas ; but the fact is they were small and backward. 

An exceedingly moderate lot of horses contested the Grand Prix de 
Paris, and it was a wonder that so many of our English sportsmen 
wore induced to assist atthe Bois de Boulogne re-union. The ground 
was as hard as granite, but there was no diminution in the spectators, 
and the French Court patronised the sport as usual. Notwithstanding 
all sorts of reports that got into circulation last Saturday that he had 
met with some accident and would not run, Ceylon gained, an easy 
victory, the Duke ot Beaufort. being loudly cheered, and then con- 
gratulated by the Emperor. In the evening his Graco dined with 
the Paris Jockey Club, where everybody seomed pleased that he had 
been more fortunate than in the Black Forest of Germany. Some 
people say now that The Primate, who ran in blinkers, could not have 
lost aftor all had not Covey laid away so with him; and certain it is 
Mat Dawson was dreadfully disappointed at his horse's defeat, as the 
stake would have been a nice legacy to leave Mr. Merry at the present 
time. Mazeppa ran up to his form, but, as The Primate was stated to 
have given Mirella a lot of weight, he could hardly be expected to 
beat the Russley horse. Mr, Parr’s journey to Paris with Lochiel 
was a fruitless one, and little Bertie might just as well have been 
galloping on the. Lime Kilns at Newmarket for the chance he had on 
the Bois de Boulogne, which is one of the very best sites for a race 
course inthe world, an uninterrupted view of the running being also 
obtainable. There was no great disappointment in Paris at the result 
of the race, for even the leading French turfites had offered money 
that no horse bred and trained in Franco was one of the first three. 


The Prince and Princess of Wales with a distinguished suite went ; : ; ; Parry 1 
in state on Tuesday to graco the commencement of ‘he Ascot meeting Lard Westmorlands ¢ by Promised Land— Maid of Pate ete 


with their presence. Tho Duke of Edinburgh, the Prince of Den- 
mark, Princo Teck, Prince Arthur, the Duke of Cambridge, and the 
Duke of Saxe Weimar were of the royal party ; and it ind ed looked 
as if olden times were revived on the Borkshire heath. There was a 
very large attendance, and as the weather was so pleasant the sum ner 
dresees of the ladies were displayed to great advantage, No less than 
110 horses contested the eight stakes on the opening afternoon, and 
one race alone, the Maiden Plate for two-year-olds, brought out 27 
runners, the winper turning up in The Palmer, from Sir Joseph 
Hawley’s select stable, and ridden by that fine horseman, John Wells. 
He is a great good-looking colt, with plenty of power, but will never 
bo a first-rate three-year old. Everybody was surprised with the 
manver in which The Duke cut up in the Queen’s Stand Plate, for 
which odds were laid on him, but he was opposed by a most speedy lot, 
and we question much whether the victrix, Hippia, is not as good as 
Achievement. At all events tho pair are the best two-year-olds of the 
geason, much as we like the first and second in the Ninth Biennial, 
The Hermit and Dragon; but the two latter have tempers of their 
own, which will always ‘‘stall off” any very great trust being placed 
in them, Arundel, Lochaber, Leading Suit, and Manuella aro 
all good class youngsters, but will never be able to cope successfully 
with the sisters to Hippolytaand Lord Lyon. Savornake and Knight 
of the Orescent being both lame, the Two Thousand and Derby hero 
hagarded an appearance for the Prince of Wales's Stake, despite his 
9 Ibs, penalty; but Rustic (3 lbs. extra), Robin Hood (Baron Roths- 
child’s), Seaiskin, Obibisa, and Maori Ohief opposed him, and the ex- 
citement &wakened by the meeting of tho Ilsley and Danebury cracks 
was intense. Mr, Sutton's were quite confident Lord Lyon could 
auccesefully give Rustio the 6 Ibs,, and beat him ag easily #8 he did at 
Epsom ; but when the pair were tested, * the lout” fairl turned the 
tables npon ‘the noble, ’ and peo Je at once began to declare that the 
Leger was not such & certainty for Lord Lyon afterall, But our ore 
must not hastily jump at such @ conclusion, for we can. assure them 
that, not td was Lord Lyon sufferiug from severe cracked heels last 
Tuesday, but he was Alfogether in looky and action afar inferior horse 
to what we wr him in Surrey ; whilst Rustic, on the other hand wae 
much better, aud the severe finish was all in his favour. Mr. Sutton, 
however, had, his revenge in the noxt race, for Elland, as we said he 
would, bowled The Duke and the rest of them over for the Gold Oup; 
and the winner has evidently turned out the cheapest purchase of the 
season. The French Derby victor (Florentin) was one of the runners, 
but he was beaten off a long, long way, affording additional proof of 
the miserable Meg? of the foreigners this campaign. The Heir 
Apparent atten ed the gorse-dotted heath again on Wednesday, but 
we had only seven iteme in the list for decision, yet they brought out 
sixty-nine competitors. The Ascot Derby, in the absence of Savernake, 
was set down as &@ foregone conclusion ; but Ceylon was so affected by 
his return from Paris that the Danebury pot was most vexatiously 
upset, and the Duke,of Beaufort openly expressed his regret that be 
had not put Gea Fordham up.

BirMinGHAM SuHow.—At the annual meoting of the council held last 
week the prize lists were revised, andit was stated that the Poultry 
Bay at Bingley Hall having been let to the Athletic Club, it was 
decided to make a new entrance to the bay, and to remove the pens. 


- The Poultry Committee were requested to obtain designs and estimates 


for new portable pens. A new regulation was inserted in the prize 
list, giving increased powers to the stowards inthe 
management of the exhibitions. The amount of money 
eiteeed in prizes at the next show was continued the 
iame as before, being nearly £2000. 


Faicvres In HatcHiInc.—We have received many 
letters respecting the failures that so often occur in 
hatching. The determination of the cause is puzzling 
alike to the oldest fanciers and the youngest tyroes 
in gallinacean lore. We really know but little about 
the subject. Itis true that we aro able to state with 
certainty that eggs that havenot been fertilised remain 
perfectly clear, and, by examining the batch egg by 
egg against a candle, can be readily detected at the 
end obs week, when they should be removed to afford 
more space and warmth for the others; but of the 
cause of certain eggs laid by the same hen being fertile 
and others sterile, we know no more than we do of the 
cauee of some seeds in a pea-pod being fertilised and 
others not. Again, why chickens should die half formed 
in the shells, or why, if fully developed, they should 
not have power to burst their prison, we cannot tell. 
Itis all very well to say that birds in an artificial 
state are not so fertile as those under more natural 
conditions, which is doubtless true. But this statement 
will not explain the ever-varying’ circumstances that 
puzzle the breeder. In one yard under our own im- 
mediate inspection, three white Cochin hens are 
running witha vigorous young cock. They have free 
range over grass and arable land, are fed without 
stint, and well housed. A month since one hen 
hatched out two wretched chickens from eleven eggs. 
This week another produces thirteen healthy chickens 
from thirteen eggs. The accommodation is the same 
now as then, and the weather has not been warmer; 


for the difference, as the earlier hatches from the eggs 
laid by the same hens were very fair.. It appears one 
of those circumstances that in our present amount of 
knowledge does not admit of being satisfactorily ex- 
plained, All we do know is the general rule that the 
more healthy and vigorous our stock birds, and the 
more nearly they are kept under natural conditions, 
having wholesome food, clean water, extensive run, 
cleanly kept roosting-houses, and all those conditions 
which conduce to vigorous health both in man and tho 
lower animals, tho more successful we shall be in 
hatching.. The apparent slightness of the causes 
which influence the reproduction of animals is 
strougly evidenced by the fact that the greater number 
of wild animals do not breed in captivity, however 
closely we may endeavour to imitate artificially the 
natural conditions in which they are found. 

Brunswick Pouttry Siow.—Ags it may interest 
our readers to be made acquainted with the progress 
of the poultry and pigeon fancy on the Continent, we

owls of various colours, shouldered or tailed; jacobins, ki 
trumpeters, fantails, pouters, and barbs; Roman, Turkish, Bag- 
dads, carriere, and Leghorns, and other varieties. 


Fatau Disease amonG Gurst.—A now species of disease is us, 
stroying Jargo flocks of young gooso in the locality of Mitchie, re : 
ton, and Wimbledon, and other parts of Surrey, where geese zee ng 
is largely carried on. This disease, which hitherto is quite Unknown 
among professional geese breeders, affects the young geese with seed 
and they lie struggling about as if injured in thoir limbs. In a few 
hours whole broods are destroyed. Some ascribe the disease to be 
caused from the young broods eating grass affected by the easterly 
winds, and others annouuce it to be similar to the Rinderpest. The 
early hatched goslings are the first to fall victims to the fatal malady ; 
and as most of the class of persons who rear geose are poor cot- 
tagers, who rely on this feathered produce ag their summer harvest, 
the losses sustained seriously affect them, and may make these 
“‘ Michaelmas dainties ” scarce in the marketzg. ° 


AN INCIDENT OF THE LATE Derpy.—Tho Pigeon versus the Tele- 
graph.—A Licensed Victualler, near the Monument, visited the Derby, 
and took with him a pigeon, to send home the names of the first three 
horses in the race. As soon as the numbers of the winning horses 
were hoisted he tied a slip of paper round the pizeon’s neck and started 
it off on its journey home, where his friends were waiting its arrival. 
About seven minutes after the news was known by the arrival of tho 

igeon a neighbouring Licensed Victualler received a telegram from 
his friends on the racecourse to inform him of the result of the raco. 
The news thus arrived more speedily by the pigeon than the telegraph 
by one-third of the time. This was no doubt on account of the senders 
of messages on the course having to wait their turn, as tho news was 
received at Tattersall’s three or four minutes after the race. The 
pigeon performed the journey in fourteen minutes, which is, allowing 
for the direct path in which it travels, about a mile per minute.

UAFORD UNIVERSITY BOAT CLUB.—THE SILVER SOULLS. 


On the 26th ult. the rowing commenced for the cha!lenge sculls. 
On Friday the 25th the entries closed, and the committee found that 
no less than ten names were down to contend with Mr. Rickaby the 
holder. Most all of these have been rowing in their college eight-oared 
crews, and have not had very long for practice. They seem, however, 
to have made the best of whatever time they may have had, and the 
time over the practice course has been better than any year since 
Parker's time. We are glad to see that some interest is being exhibited 
at last in this race, in several former years great difficulty having ex- 
isted in procuring the requisite number of entries (six) to cause the 
winner to be entitled to his cup and the second man to his medal.

Jum Mace.—We give a large sized portrait of Jom Mace this week, 
and, as we haye in previous numbers furnished full accounts of his 
performances, we need not enter into any further particulars hero. 
His affair with Goss last week is treated of in another column. Mace 
posecsses a very much better-looking face than do the majority of 
prize-fighters, and as he stood in the ring with Goss last week he 
looked in every respect the perfection of manly beauty. Much indeed 
is it to be regretted that it can be now said of him that he has lived tco 
long for his fame, and that his character for courage and straightfor- 
vard desling should havo to be called in question by the playing out 
of sach a farce as that which was witnessed on the 24th of May. 


Jum Go“LAGuER, the subject of another of our illustrations, appears 
in fighting attitude. He is a rather powerful-looking young fellow, 
his neck being strong avd thick and his shoulders broad and well set. 
Almost immediately after Maco and Goss had completed their antics 
and shaken hands, the subject of our present illustration fought a draw 
with Hicken, the two men exhibiting qualities the very reverse of 
those which had just been displayed by the would-be aspirants to the 
championship. Jem Gollagher is one of tho foremost of the lightweights 
ofthe P. R. He isa native of Somers Town, is 24 years of age, and 
weighs ia condition about 8st 101ba. He was first taken in hand by 
Mr, Abrahams, of the Barley Mow, and after one or two minor turns 
up he was matched with Professor Jones, then looked upon as a rising 
member of tho P. R.*. After.a fine fight, for £20, 100 rounds, lasting 
2 hours, on the 9th March, 1861, Gollagher was declared the winner, 
His next essay was with Young Dutch Sam, The men met on the 
9th July, 1861, The match was for £50.. After fighting 64 rounds in 
80 min., young Dutch Sam was defeated., Jem now had somo difficulty 
in getting on a match, and he was for some time in vain challenging 
any one at his weight. He was at Jast matched with Jack Hicks to 
tight for £100 a side in the same ring as Tom King and Jom Mace 
fought the second time. After fighting for 107 minutes, in which they 
got through 58 rounds, darkness came on a1 dthe men agreed to draw 
the stakes. A short time ago Gollagher met with an accident to his 
left eye, and was for some time in the hospital, and upon recovering 
nadehislatematch with Hicken, of Wolverhampton, of which we gave 
a full account last week, and -we must reiterate our opinion that a better 
fight was never witnessed. Since our last went to press Gollagher and 
Hicken agreed to draw stakes, but Gollagher is anxious for ancther try 
with his provincial opponent,.and offers to double the stakes and fight 
again. Jem is a very civil, quiet, and unassuming pugilist—one of the 
few who do the ring credit. 

We announced in our last that wo should this week give a life-like 
portrait of Mrs. Charles Kean, the eminent actress, but are reluctantly 
compelled to defer its publication. 

Torurntor, the winner of the recent Oaks Stakes at Epsom, is a 
bay filly (bred by the late Mr. Greville) by King Tom out of Torment 
by Alarm, her dam by Glencoe out of Alea by Whalebone. She is as 
common a looking mare as ever was saddled, for, though with some 
good points, thore is a deal to pull her down again. She has a plain 
head, with a small éyo, a light weak neck, but with famous, well-laid, 
strong shoulders, one cf her finest’ features, She is deep in the girth, 
and has a good wide chest.

Braphen oon AND Oarryn, whose portraits adorn our this week’s 
number, are two leading cricketers, both natives of the county of 
purrey, one of the most cricket-producing counties in England—H, H. 

Sti phengen is now a little over 33 years of age, having been born on 
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the 3rd of May, at Esther, in Surrey. It is related of him that he 
formed so early an attachment to cricket that at the age of 14 he formed 
one of the first eleven of his native village. We next hear of 
him at the age of 20 assuming the important position of wicket 
keeper as one of the Luney eleven in the last match of the season. 
He subsequently, however, became famous in his native county asa 
bowler, and he was soon engaged by Olarke, the captain and 
aceretary of tho, All Englaud Eleven; to play in all their matches. 
At the University of Oxford he’ sustained severe injury in 
his arm, which incapacitated him from bowling for two whole 
seasons. He was not, however, idle, for, strange to say, the injary 
did not prevent him batting, and for several yoars he retained the post 
of wicket keeper to the All England Eleven. His subsequent per- 
formances are well known—how he gained troops of friends in his 
visit to America, and filled his position as captain of the great match 
played in Australia—up to the present time. WILLIAM CAFFYN ig 
five years older, having been born at Reigate, Surrey, in February, 
1828. Like Stephenson, he took the cricket field at a very early age, 
and played in all the parish and great matches of his neighbourhood 
with great success, till ]849, when he played in the first match at Ken- 
nington Oval. In 1850 he was chosen one of the Surrey Eleven, and 
the same year was taken into the AJl England Eleven. He remained 
with them for four years, after which he left them and joined the 
United All England Eleven. te, too, was one of the plucky twelve 
who visited the Antipodes, where he played admirably. 3 

Our illustration of the MEETING between Mace and Goss on the 24th 
ult. speaks so far for itself that it will be at onco obsei ved there is no 
intention of representing the scene of en actual fight—fight, of course 
there was none, unless indeed the cowardly assault by (we regret to 
say) a member of the P.R. upon a policeman, is to be deemed worthy 
of such an appellation. The scene at Farningham on the occasion wo 
are referring to is cne we hope never will be repeated. Whether or 
not prize fighting is doomed to an early death is a question we are 
not here prepared to enter into, but there can be no doubt that the 
performance of Mace and Goss the other day has dealt a blow to the 
P.R. which it cannot soon recover. We confess that we do not regret 
to learn that since this affair has come off both men have been obliged 
to make themselves scarce in “ the publics” to which they, in common 
with the other leading supporters of the ‘noble art” resort. The 
ring would be nothing without its patrons, and it is quite certain 
that if some means are not gdopted to prevent the recurrence «f such 
a farce as that in which Mace and Goss havo been the performers, 
any future attempt to make the * Corinthians” pay their money for 
the sake of being present at a good fight will be utterly fruitless.

LONDON MUSIC HALLS. 


ALHAMBRA.—Again have the licensed parveyors of dramatic music, 
the theatres, been put to shame by one of the much despised, rival 
establishments, the music halls, Again has the enterprise and taste 
of a music hall manager outstripped those qualities in the combined 
possession of all the London managers of theatres, dramatic and 
operatic; and again basa work by a composer who, if not entitled to 
take rank as a modern classic, yet commands notice as having many 
merits of his own, been introduced to the British public from the 
un-Lord—Chamberlain-licensed stage of a music hal]. Of course 
we allude to the production at this splendid hall on Whit Monday of 
Mr. Offenbach’s “ Belle Helene,” and, incidentally, to the similar pro- 
duction of the same composer’s “ Orphee aux Enfers,” and other 
works, at the Oxford, which will be fresh in the  reader’s 
momory, The former production has been effected by direct 
arrangement with the owners of tho copyright for England, Messrs. 
Chappell and Oo. and English words have been supplied by 
Mr. Charles Kenney, By reason, however, of the “cribbed, cabined, 
confined” condition of music hall managers, as regards the 
production of such high class—comparatively high class—works, 
by reason of the restrictions made and maintained in the interests of 
the theatres, this interesting reproduction of one of the Paris rages 
has perforce taken ‘the somewhat insipid form of what is calleda 
“selection.” In short, the various pieces are given by the artistes 
engaged in ordinary evening dress, and without any dramatic or 
scenic accessories whatever, This denuding of the racy opera bouffe 
of its opera bouffe shape is of course highly detrimental, but, never 
theless, the sparkling music in the hands of the very able artistes to 
whom it has been entrusted tells, Madame Grosvenor is an exceedingly 
able principal soprano, and she is well supported by Miss Fox, Mr.

THAMES ANGLING PRESERVA- 
tTIon SocinTY —At the twenty- 
seventh annual meeting recently 
held at the London Tavern, 
Mr. W. H. Brougham, the secre- 
tary, read the report of the Sub- 
Committee of Piscieulture (Mr. 
Stephen Ponder and Mr, Frank 
Buckland) from which it appeared 
that the young Hf tad from 
the apparatus at Hampton to the 
receiving ponds at Sunbury 
amounted to — salmon, 14,500, 
salmon trout, 910, great lake 
trout, 350, common trout, 20,720, 
Char-ombre chevalier, 1,300, and 
in addition to these 1,000 have 
been sent to the royal lakes at 
Windsor of the great luke trout, 
making an aggregate Lumber of 
38,780, It also stated that trout 
had been turned into the river 
at Penton Hook, and also with 
some salmon in the stream below 
Sunbury weir, and. they had 
been taken in the small nets, the 
fish having much improved in 
size. Mr. W. H. Ffennell in 
proposing the adoption of tho 
report, said that he had much 
pleasure in doing so, and could 
uot express sufficient surprise 
to see 80 many, gentlemen sub- 
scribing such large sums for a 
sport which was chiefly for the 
benefit of others. ‘The salmon 
went to the sea and returned, 
but the trout was local. If the 
river could be kept clean and 
preserved: the salmon would 
flourish, and the trout would 
have to be properly protected in 
the spawning season, more par- 
ticularly against the dace, who 
always infested the grounds 
durirg. the’ spawning season, 
and were great destroyers of 
the ova. He hoped that they 
would persevere in their efforts, 
more especially in the propa- 
gation of the trout, which was 
most important. Mr. F. Buck- 
land seconded the report, and 
remarked upon the great bene- 
fit the society would receive from 
the engagement of keepers for 
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Indeed, few or none of the lessees of the various waters have thought 
it worth while to fish for afortnight. Nor willany sport be looked 
for till we get a spate, of which there is no present appearance. 
Notwithstanding the unfavourable state of the weather, however, a 
fish or two has been got on the upper waters, At Olunie, in Strath- 
tay, one of 10lb has been got; and the keepers at Grandtully have 
had two—111b and 15Ib. Our Kinclaven correspondent says :—‘t The 
water is now so very low, that few places are in order for fishing, and 
even in these there are no fish. Nota single salmon has been got on 
either Mvikleour, Ballathie, or the two upper sections of Stobhall water, 
during the week.” Oar Dunkeld correspondent says :—‘‘ There has been 
very little doing in the fishing since last week, owing to the low 
state of the river. At Kinnaird, Captain Whitshed and party had two 
fine fish on Thursday; and on the Dunkeld water they had a fish of 
14|b, and lost another the same day. ‘There has been nothing done on 
any other waters here, and there is not much prospect of anything 
being done, unless we get a spate soon.” On the Shee summer has at 
length burst in full meridian sp'endour. The cuckoo, with melodious 
throat and monotonous song, takes his arrowy flight, and the twittering 
swallow bowls along, whilst tho sparkling waters gurgle to the sea. 
As it is the waters we have chiefly to do with, we will proceed at once 
to give a brief account of what has been done on them. On Wednes- 
day, the 16th, Mr. Walker, of Glen Kilry, killed 63 dozen ; on the 17th, 
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commissioners have come is, I fear, likely to be very detrimental to 
the usefulness of many recommendations which they have made. This 
conclusion is, that it is impossible to clear off an oyster-bed by 
dredging, so that sufficient oysters shall not be left to restock it, and 
that long before it is cleared it will not pay to dredge it, and there- 
fore there needs no direct restriction upon oyster dredging ; but if an 
oyster-bed be so far depiscicated that for a long period it does not pay 
to dredge or work it, sludge, mud, and slime of necessity settle on it, 
vermin swarm upon it so that even if a spatting season should occur 
the spat will perish, and the site is thus destroyed effectually and 
entirely. We cannot either deal with this point as it is proposed to, 
by any warrant of previous experience, as the public beds have never 
been reduced to the state of destitution which they are in now on any 
former occasion. ‘It wiil, therefore, be extremely dangerous to the 
existence of our public beds to permit unchecked dredging of them, 
and the mere appointment of a close season will be quite useless to 
prevent the destruction, because it may very well happen that there 
is nothing left on the beds to make a close season for. So sweeping 
are the messures now brought to bear on our public beds, that a few 
months wil) easily suffice to clean them out, and the only possible 
way to prevent their extinction is by exercising some regular and 
stringent supervision over them. To this end certain inspectors 
should be appointed to test the bsds trom time to time, and 
when in their judgment as 
many oysters have been dredged 
up as the beds can fairly spare, 
notice should be issued by the 
Board of Trade that further 
dredging for the season is probi- 
bited. If something of this kind 
be not done, then we may bid 
farewell to our public oyster-beds; 
for so great is the present de- 
maud for brood, and so high the 
price, that I do not believe there 
is any other possible way cf 
meeting the difficulty and check- 
ing the destruction. With re- 
spect to any other legislation, 
it would be necessary to impose 
upon all public beds a fence time 
from May till the 14th of August 
inclusive. Tor deep s¢a-oysters, 
however, I would except Muy, 
as the oysters are perfectly goud 
in the generality of localities in 
May. Private beds need no 
restrictive legislation. heir pro - 
prietors manage them already for 
the most part admirably, and any 
attempt to interfere with them 
would be merely vexatious witli- 
out possibly being beneficial In 
taking new grounds it is desira- 
ble as much as possible to develop 
and_ enlarge the old ones, as they 
afford by far the best guarantes 
that the best ground granted to 
them by the Government will ba 
turned to the best account, aud 
at the smallest cost will return 
the largest number of oysiers 
to the public; and when new 
oyster locations are to be taken 
up satisfactory evidence should 
be given to the Government that 
the ground is capable of pro- 
ducing good marketable oysters 
before any grant is mado of the 
same, Ifthis be not done, the 
whole trade will bo unhinged, 
speculation will be injured and 
checked, and we shall vastly 
increase instead of diminishing 
the price of oysters in the future.”

RENovATION OF OUR OysTER Fisuenms.—Mr. Francis, writing to 
the Pall Mall Gazeta of the 18th inst., says:—‘* The most effectual 
and self-evident thing which we have left to do is the saving from 
destruction of our public beds, because they are the great feeders of 
the private beds whence we obtaia our supplies of the better classes 
of oysters, Purtly with the view to effect. this we have had a Royal 
Commission, which has taken a great deal of evidence, aud which has 
made certain recommendations. But one conclusion to which the 


1865.—The Special Comumis- 
sioners appointed under the Sal- 
mon Fishery Act, 1865, to in- 
quire into the legality of the 
5 nxed nets-and engines in the 
salmon rivers of Euglaud have just completed their sittings at New- 
port and Chepstow for the Usk and Wyo estuaries and portious of the 
Severn estuary, and have delivered some important decisious 
bearing on the question of the use of putche.s in the tideway of those 
rivers for taking salmon. ‘The decisions (which were reserved at 
Newport) were delivered by Mr. Eden, the Ohief Commissioner, xb. 
the Chepstow sitting cf the commissioners this week. A Clains 
made by the Duke of Beanfort to a fishery at Redwick, on tho 
Severn estuary, was one which guided numerous other cases, 
and the Ohief Commissioner, in delivering judgment, said it had 
been proved that the Duke had had from time immemorial a 
right to use a rank of pults—a large wicker contrivance for 1 king 
small fish, and which sometimes took salmon, and that b ‘Ime 
between 1843 and 1848 putchers—a smaller wicker co \: vauce 
used solely for taking salmon—had been introduced and used at 250 
yards’ distance from the site of the pults. The commissioners found 
that fishing by means of putchers was a different mode of fishing from 
that by pults. The fishery right was claimed under a charcver of 
Edward I., who confirmed a grant by the Earl of Pembrube to the 
abbot and monks of Tintern Abbey of Jands and a fishery right. No 
particular user, however, was mentioned in the grant, and the imme- 
morial user only prov d a right to fish by pults. ‘They decided that the 
right to use one mode of fishing in a navigablo river could not autho- 
tise the use of a different mode of fishing established on a different 
rite, even though the sites (as was not the case here) were within the 
limits of tue several fishery, if such different mode was also e deroga- 
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tion.of Magna Charta and the public right. They considered a grant. 
by the Crown of a pult fishery did not include a putcher fishery. The 
result of their opinion was that the Duke of Beaufort was entitled to a 
certificate for the pults only, but that the 200 putchers now in use were 
illega), and must be at once removed. Similar decisions wore pro- 
nounced in regard to other claims of alike nature. In one called the 
Goldcliff Fishery, belonging to Eton College, some thousand pults were 
claimed. These the commissioners decided were all illegal, but they 
authorised the use of 127 pults in the same fishery. The effect of these 
decisions will be that all the putchers at the mouth of the Usk will 
have to be removed, 


ANGLING IN THE TRENT. © 
HINTs roR BEGINNERS. 


(To the Editor of the Illustrated Sporting News ) 

Sm,—The Whitsuntide holidays generally attract a great many 
anglers to the banks of the Trent, but, unfortunately, let the weather 
be ever so fine, it is a bad time for fishing our waters, as a great part 
of the bottom fish are about spawning, and will seldom be persuaded 
to bite. The following may perhaps interest your readers. A few days 
ago I came across a young piscator who was going to spend his 
holidays by the Trent side. Heseemed anxious to kill a few fish, and 
said, Mr, B., will youkindly inform me where I can capture roach and 
dace next week, which are the most likely spots to find them, and 
what would be the best bait to use; I am only a young angler, and 
should feel greatly obliged if you would give me a little instruction. 
My answer was, I willdo so with pleasure, and said, you must not 
think of catching roach in the latter end of May. It is wrong to do 
so; they are all spawning, and not fit for human food. Dace spawn in 
the end of March, and consequently are now getting in good condition, 
The best place to find them would be in the shallow rapid streams, 
where the water runs from two to three feet deep and a gravell 
bottom, and the best baits to use will be artificial flies at the top, an 
cadbaits at the bottom. Here my young friend stopped me, and said, 
but I know nothing about fly fishing, neither can I fish a rapid 
stream, cannot you point out to me some nice sunny still spot where I 
can capture a dish of dace without so much labour attending it, for I 


came out to make angling a Powe and not hard work, [have enough |’ 


of thatathome. I replied, 1 now understand you, | find you are one 
of those lazy fishermen whcse delipht it is to lay on the bank ky the 
side of a large bottle smoking your tobacco or cigar, and allowing the 
rod to fish for itself; you then return home at night, and tell your 
friends the fish would not bite; but here I musttell you a secret, the 
successful angler is a man possessed of a great amount of patience 
and perseverance, and, what is more, he is a hard worker, and [ must 
inform you once and for all, that, unless you study much and work 
diligently, you never can become a proficient in the art; and I say 
again, if you intend catching dace, you must fish the rapid streams, 
for there they are, and there they will remain for some weeks to come. 
You will require a nice light rod with fast rings, a fcee running wood 
reel, fine silk line, a quill float, that will carry about five BB shot, and 
a fine gut tackle with hook No. 10, and if you put one cadbait on the 
hook and allow it to swim three inches from the bottom, taking occa- 
sionally a swim of ten or a dozen yards, you will know enough to 
cnable you to killa dish of dace. Besides, grayling resort to the same 
water, and will often bite as freely as the Dace. With this bit of ad- 
vice, I left the young piscator to do the best he could, but tol him at 
the same time to try a stream near to Liskerton. I did nof see him 
again till late on Tuesday evening, when he called on me and related 
the whole of his two days’ proceedings. It appeared it took him all 
day on Monday to get into the use of the running tackle, which was 
altogether new to him; the fish on that day he leftin the river. Nothing 
daunted, however, he started again early on ‘Tuesday morning, and at 
night he seemed delighted to place before me fifteen good Dace and a 
brace of Grayling, and he declared to me that he had worked hard and 
no mistake.

consider the ‘‘ Hare's Ear” and “ Hare’s Ear and Yellow” as the 
same fly, but I can tell them it is-not. The Hare’s Ear is 4 small 
grey fly, while the other is a yellowish brown with two black aud 
brown whisks in his tail;) with these I bad a few good days, and to 
tho close of April fair sport. May opened very bad, a cold Nor’east 
wind blowing, and no sport; however, after a week or 60, it improved, 
and I found no fly would do but the “ Orange Grouse.” 1 used this fly 
successfully on 15, 17,18, and 19th insts. Un the two latter days the 
yellow May-fly was on the water, but the trout did not seem to fancy 
it. On Monday last the colebrited ‘Green Drake” made its appear- 
ance ; the day, however, was exceedingly bright yesterday, and to-day 
the same, aud there will bo no good fishing, at least down this quarter, 
until after rain. After rain thero will be firet-rate eport with the 
“Green Drako,” provided there’s a gentle breeze.

: FIGHT BETWEEN P. MORAN AND MATCHETT. 

The fight between Moran (Puss) and J. Johnson, alias Matchett, both of 
Birmingham, fur £5 a side catch weight, came off on Monday morning last 
about two miles from the Clock Inn, Bicknell. Johnson, although well 
known and considered a promising pupil at the sparring school, had 
never before tried his prowess in the ring. He is 19 years of age, stanos 5ft 
4} inches, and weighs atout 7st 8:bs. Moran is an inch higher, is 21 years oid, 
and weighs close upon 8 stone. He has twice appeared in the ring, and on 
both occasions proved victorious. The first was with young Glynn (the 
Russian), whom he vanquished after a protracted battle ; he wus afterwards 
matched with J. Chamber (Hardy Jack), and after fighting an hour and 
thirty minutes beat him. He was backed from M‘Nulty’s, Gunmakers’ Arms, 
Steelbouse-lane, and Matchet:, from Mr. J ackson’s, Sportsman [on, New Town 
Row, ana was not. nearly in as fine condition as his opponent who had 
evidently been subjected to M‘Nully’s most careful training. At7 o'clock the 
ring was formed aud the men immediately made their appearance in working 
order. Thefight thus proceeded :— 

Round 1—Aftersome very neat sparring, Matchett received on the right eye 
and chest, which was returned on Moran’s ribs ; some good half-arm exchanges 
to close, Matchett having the best of tho throw. 

Round 2—Another nice bitof sparring, Loth working at each other’s face, 
Matchett landing on Moran’s right temple, returned byhim on Moran’s left 
ear. Rapid exchanges to close; both down. 

Round 3—Matchett landed with his left full on Moran’s mouth, and made the 
claret flow. First blood for Matchett claimed and allowed, Exchanges to close, 
Matchett having the best of the fall. 

Round 4—Both went to work at once, fought to c’ose, both down, Moran 
under, 

Round 6-Some more fighting in earnest, and after some sharp exchanges 
Moran clever.y back-heeled his man, who went down heavily. 

Round 6—Matchett landed a heavy blow on Moran’s right eyo, which was 
returned on the mouth. Half arm fighting to close, when both went down. 

Rowod 7—Another telliag blow on Moran’s right eye, and afterwards on ribs. 
Fighting to a close, when both went down. 2 to 1 on Matchett. 

Round 8—Matchett led off with the left on Moran’s right eye, and floored him 
cleverly—first knock-down blow, 

Round 9—Matchett went to work on Moran’s ribs, and finally sent him down 
by a side blow. : 

Round 10—Matchett planted heavily on Moran’s eye and mouth, who put 
in some heavy blows on Matchett’s ribs. Some game fighting on both sides 
till they came to grieftogether. 

Rounds 11 to 21—Were distingnished by some very game fightivg on both 
sides, slthough it was obvious that Matchett’s chances were improving in every 
round, 

Round 21—This was a well-fought and determined round. Moran whose 
right eye was nearly closed, aad marks of pumsiment in every other feature 
came up to the scratch aa bold ag ever though only to receive a terrific facer, fol- 
lowed by a hit on tho chest that doubled him up. 

Rounds 22 to 33—Moran continued to come up to time though his chance was 
evidently lost, and at the 83rd he was completely fought out, and his seconds 
threw up the sponge, finding it was impossible to bring him forward again. 
Moran showed signs of fearfal punishment, but the conqueror had not s mark, 
The time occupied in fighting the 33 rounds was 1h 17min, 


FIGHT BETWEEN FAWCETT AND WHITEY.” ; 

This match for £5 a side, catch-weight, also came off in the neighbourhood 
of Birmingham on Monday, between W. Hitchin, alias Fawcett, and T. Rose, 
alias Whitey. Fawcett, who was backed from the Black Boy, Staniforth- 
gtrect, ig 17 years old, stands 5ft 3in high, and weighs 7st 6lb.

MACE AND Goss. 
(To the Editor of the Illustrated Sporting News.) 
_ Strawberry Grounds, Liverpool, May 80, 1866. 

Sir,—For the last time, I opine, I have to trouble you with a letter relative to 
things pugilistic. I cannot allow the opportunity to pass without reviewing 
Mace’s past performances in connection with the ring and wish, a3 an admirer of 
determination, skill, and courage in whatsoever manner shown, to give my 
humble meed of praise and congratulation to a man who has shown the public 
at large that he is possessed of these good qualities—that man is Jem Mace, 
my friend, the retired but undefeated Champion. 

Having managed his business affairs nearly six years, it may be presumed I 
am capable of offering an opinion on the above subject, In doing so, I shall 
endeavour to be matter-of-fact and truthful in anything I may aver; always 
having either. your paper or others of a.sporting character to refer to, Seven- 
teen years ago he started as a pugillst; during that period he has trained no 
less than 26 times for either fighting or foot-racing. Within the past 5 years 
he has trained 8 times. Those who understand training well-know the trying 
ordeal; they will agree with me, I feel confident, that after a certain amount of 
wear and tear nature must give way, It hasdone so with my friend Jem Mace. 
Who then js to blame forthat? However, he has trained for a purpose, viz :— 
to replenish his exchequer. He has succeeded in doing so by taking more money 
from Bell's Life than any other pugilist, past or present, having exceeded the 
greatest known winnings of any pugilist by £800, and has also done more than 
any other champion ; being by the publicthe recognised champion of England 
5 years, having defeated all men, big or little, that had opposedhim, What 
more is or can be expected of Jem Maco?

andes, no man who saw that fight would make such an assertion without 
nowing well in his heart that his tongue or pen were giving utterauce to 
a foul caluminous libel and an untruth. This I think, and so will every constant 
reader of your paper, a direct answer to insinuations in Bell’s Life in their 
remarks on the late meeting. ‘‘I will not call it a fight, as fight it was not; 
it was merely an exhibition, and the sufferers were only those who went to see 
the fight and Jem Mace.” 

I may be wrong in my judgment, but I think many will agree with mo that 
the performance of Jom Mace on Thursday last redounds to his credit, and I 
will pow tell you why I think so. As I said before, Mace broke down—how- 
ever, when the match was made Maco wag well. and always had one idea— 
Namely, that he could always beat Joe Goxs, Well, the affair goos on; the 
public thought so too ; whey backed Jem Mace to win at odds varying from 
2to 1lto £10 to £i—a bet I know laid in Liverpool, and I bave no doubt 
equally extravagant odds have been laid elsewhere, Why such odds should 
be laid I know not, as Goss, I must say, has always been spoken of by the 
genera ity of the papers asa glutton and an improving fighter. Suffice it to 
say, three weeks since he (Mace) sprained hig instep, and rince that time he 
has not run 100 yds or had a single sweat. His confidence buoyed him up he 
took lknger walks, and complained but to a few. He had ead (aieal attend- 
ance, and all seemed to be going well—in fact he was certain he could fight 
on it. 

He was, however, doomed to disappointment harsh and Jsevere. Where he 
ought to have received sympathy he has received nothing but jeers and 
taunts for not fighting ; had he fought what can we imagine would have 
been the result—his defeat, and in order to please 300 or 400 persons of all 
grades he was exyected by them to run after his opponent and force the 
fighting, when his total incapacity for doing so would and must have proved 
his downfall. They paid £2 each to see what I expected to seo a fight— 
they did not. Now had Mace and Goss fought one hour’s hard fighting, how 
many of these patrons of the ring would have contributed anything towards 
the loser—one in a hundred—they pay to see a fight, and no matter 
what becomes of the loser, whether he has the wherewithal or no to support 
himself or family, he is ® fighting man and must get punched and pom- 
melled to amuse them, and when all 1s over he can go if a looser—if a 
winner well it is different—what swell could not-patronise him, but who 
would walk arm in arm down Regent-street the same or next day with the 
loser. However, I shall very shortly havo my say on this subject, and so leave 
it for the present with the following avowal :—Mace went iato that ring on 
Thursday to win if he could, and at ont Her not to lose; it was not his policy 
to let Goss or any of his friends know his defects ; however, they crept out; 
the practised eye of Goss’s second, immediately on Mace’s stripping, calling 
attention to the palpable effect of tho strain and training on Mace’s left and 
withered leg. Why then, with a knowledge of this, did not Goss fight? Ido 
not myself offer au opinion, but in conclusion refer you to reports from dif- 
ferent papers of the fight, reports written before the men stripped evidently, 
these 1 leave to the public to judge from, whom 1 feel as ured, did they but 
know a'l, would feel, as they ought to be, justly proud of the little Champion 
of England who weighed 10st 12ibs (this I can prove, I also askedone of the staff 
of Bell's Life to see him weighed), on Thursday went into a Q4ft ring a Gis- 
abied man, worn out with fighting and traiaing, 36 years of age, to contend 
against a man hitherto noted for his gameness in the ring, teven years a 
juvior, and weighing 121bs or 141bs heavier.
